THE NEGRO PICKERS MAKE GOOD 


WAGES IN ARKANSAS. 


Frank Wright of Arkansas, is Visiting 


Relatives in Granville and New- 


ark This Week. 


Frank Wright, a son of Theodore 


Wright of Granville, who is now locat- 
ed on a large cotton plantation in Ar- 
kansas, arrived home Saturday night, 
to spend a few days with his parents, 
and relatives and friends in Newark, 
after which he will return to the south. 


Mr. Wright talked in a most inter- 


esting manner of his life in Arkansas, 
which is in many ways very strenuous. 
The plantation on whicfi lie now re- 
sides is near Helena, and consists o? 
about 1700 acres, which is cultivated 
entirely by negro labor. 


On this plantation under the immedi- 


ate control at Mr. Wright, live 37'fam- 
ilies of negroes, averaging about six 
to the family. The negroes are "kept" 
considerably like a military garrison. 
Everything they eat, drink or wear is 
issued to them from a central depot, 
and they are charged with its value. 
At the end of the season a balance is 
struck. Mr. Wright said that the men, 
women and. children all picked cotton, 
and some became very expert As he 
expressed it, "Everything on the plan- 
tation which 
draws rations, must 


work." 


Some of the negroes make good 


money, some averaging $100 a month 
and over. Mr. Wright said, "When I 
settled with one old negro, he owed 
me about ?3200 and I owed him about 
$4000, for the season's work, and we 
settled on this basis." 


A negro can, when expert, pick 


about 500, GOO to 800 pounds of cotton 
a day. For a novice 75 pounds is a 
good day's work. 


Every day, twice, Mr. TTri-'.it sees 


every laborer on the plantation: being 
ir. the saddle 'almost constantly dur- 
ing the day. 


As to the negro characteristics, he 


said they were without gratitude, and 
for the same reason, rwithout resent- 
ment. If you would take one of them 
out of the gutter, feed, clothe him and 
give him a home, he would feel no 
gratitude, but on the other hand if 
you'would spurn him or kick him he 
would cherish no malice,, 
,._•>• 


Besides the Arkansas plantation, Mr. 


Wright is interested,with his father in 
a 15000 acre plantation in Mississippi, 
whch' is not now entirely cleared. 


The young man is.also interested in 


placing loans for a large life insur- 
ance company, and his many friends 
in Granville and Newark where he 
was frequently seen on the gridiron, 
will be pleased to know that he is 
making money, friends and success in 
the south.
